Nature will assert ber r!ghtb and 
avenge ber nroogs. Tbe Eastern and 
especially the <• Western'' Stales attain- 
ed a world-wide ropQtation for their 
wheat-growing capacity. Illinois had 
almost become the granary of the world. 
Tear nftcr year it poured forth its 
millionB of corn, much of which fontid 
its wfl7 to European marliets. Tear 
after year tho farmer Princes of the 
"West" domnnded wheat of tticir fioil. 
Eolation of crops, or manuring; of lands, 
or rest for tlic wonry soil wuro M aiiko 
discarded. Like the liorbO-looeli, tho 
cry of Iho greedy farmoi- wnn, give 1 
give! wheat! wlieiu ! Give it did, nni 
that right marvellously. Bnt tho longest 
one bos a turn. The etroMf,'esi soil inny 
bo exhausted, — jhu.?/ booihnustod wlioro 
it is nil taking and no giving buck. The 
people of these States havo , until lute 
year9,ronped pnormonn yicIdH of wheat; 
but Ihcy havo been improvident of tlio 
-virtfiu Bf>il ; th^y ha^e drawn from ii 
yonr afior year its utimist. favoiirn for 
tho staple grain, and now ihoy are be- 
ginuing to note great (h'preeiallnnn in 
yield. Thoy hnvo litcrai'y bctrejared iho 
soil with nnrcm t'iii.r rioninnds for wheat. 
The funnern of IMiiioi« who e!ni)i;raied 
from New England, were wont to look 
baok with contempt upon tho cautious 
and necessary systom pursued by their 
fathers east of the Green Mountains, 
who eeldoni ventured upon demanding 
of the same field two consecutive crops 
of one p;tuin — who carefully alterimted 
even iheir potato, onion, and turnip 
planticjrs, except in soil dedica'cd to 
special culture and abundant manuring. 
These iropatient Western fnrmerH — 
making haste to get rich — turned a deaf 
ear to the wornintrs o' the more scientifie 
and reflecting,', who insisted that tiioy 
wore grudunliy but surely extracting the 
recuperative virtue from the earth wuh- 
out rendering any conipensation by al- 
ternate sowings. Nor was it until the 
decrease in yield had touched a fiL'ure 
that compared as one-half to oaily 
harvestiiign, that they awoke to tlie 
sitaation, realized the actual robhones 
they bad for a series of years been com- 
mittiog upon the not unf,'ratetul soil. 
Nor are these disastrons renults of 
thriftless greed confined to grain and 
root crops. They aro said to mark the 
fruit interests a:^ woU, ''Tbo 'Wosi' 
baa not only run down its grain crops," 
says a couiempor.ary ; "it has fallen off 
vastly in its Iruit yield. Oranges are 
cheaper in Illinois than apples,'' There 
is n6 remedy except at enormous cost 
in monoy and a long and pitient wait- 
ing for restored Etreiigth and tone in the 
earth. The arlicio principally relied 
upon as a qniek (ertiliz«r in now of limit- 
ed supply. Tbeieareon'y fifty-thieo 
guano Islands, and half of those are 
nearly stripped of their deposits. It ia 
claimed that a ppccies of rock lifls been 
discovered in Illinois whieh pos-^essea fer 
tilizingpro!'ertics almost equal to gvinno; 
but oxp rimetils hovo not yet demonK 
Btrated the existence of the merits nU 
leged to be in the quarries. The se- 
quel is obvious. The Western farmers 
will not linger lone over th<'so depleted 
grain grouiidH. Thoy will not Rpcnd 
years of patient waiting and expend 
much of their hoardings in tho work of 
recuperation. Uaiher will thoy move 
on, and seek in frosh soil that of which 
they have robbed the old. Thou-an ls 
of these farmers or their sons will find 
their way acro-^ 'ho boundary into the 
teeming acrei (.1 the Dominion. Thou 
sands more will push on till they reach 
tho shores of tlio Pacific. But it would 
appear that the same improvident exac- 
tions wliich hnvo brought ruin on the 
'•West,'' tlirea'cii HOnie of tho best 
grain landH of Culifornia wi'h like dis- 
aster, Helerring to the corn groundn 
on tho Feather and llU'^sian riv. rs, and 
in other parts of California a content 
por»ry says, "Wliero formerly sixty 
bn8h«lfi to tlio a';ro were gathered, ibe 
niaxir>iim of yicdd hist sumnior was 
only fii eeii bushels." Tliin in i<;docd 
Btarllinir, ari'! evokes the following 
w> II tim>'(i wtt'iiinir ; 

"Will tho new farmer of California 
not take heeci and he wise, and give a 
cloTOr rforeatioi to tho witling hut ex 
liaiisiiblo Hoil ? (>,. will the anxiety for 
immcdiati' pr. fit ai.f. iluj ^pir t of reck- 
less dieret'ard for llio-),.rnviiiont fallow- 
Dehs of I he QeUl, be exi.,i|,ii fiud in Cali- 
fornia by our tli foughly instructed arid 
varnud g'am growers to r^e sa no ox- 
tetilas in the '* Western Stayjg."

Editorial Notes. 



There is good outbority for stating 
that tho manufacture of sawed lumber 
in Ontario and Quebec employs over 
2,000 mills, some of them very large, 
costing a8 much as $300,000 a piece. 
Taking the range of ten and a half 
years ending in 1867 the total ▼aloe of 
exported sawed lumber amounted to 
S109,.54l.34;3, f>r an annual average of 
$10,432 509. This is altogether irrespec- 
tive of domestic consumption, represoni 
ting in it»elf a very large amount. This 
branch of trade gives employment to 
a<)out 50,OoO men. 

The national flnaooes of the United 
States, for some time lowering in dire 
forboding over the land, would appear 
already to show a silver lining in tho 
hjinds of. Bontwell, The ofiFer by a 
Eraiikfort house to loan the United 
States Government $300,000,000. at 5 
per cent, and the fant that the offer has 
been declined because the Secretary 
feels confident that he will bo able with- 
in a year to borrow all hu wants at four, 
or at the very most four and a half par 
cent, spoalfs londef in praise of the 
Ii laucial policy of Bontwell than any 
words he cai employ. Hitherto tho 
tho rale of interest paid by tho Eepuh- 
lio ha-t rang3d about 7 per cent. If 
their national debt can bo consolidated 
>vithin a year under a rate falling 
below five per cent, tho public burden 
will not only bo inateri'illy lightened, but 

I he [)nblio mind will be greatly reassur- 
ed. It has been said of Grant's Cahi-' 
net tlia'. it is a weak one. It the Cabinet 
i.s weak collectively, tho Secretary of tho 
Treasury would appear to be strong in- 
dividually. 

Some time ago, ft will be remember* 
ed, a rather aorimonions debate to)k 
place in the Canadian House of Oom« 
mons, referring to (ho act of the Qov" 
ern meat in employing a portion of tho 
IntcrcoloriaMlailrodd loan for the pnr-t 
pose of redeeming certain Grovernment 
bonds, and theVeby saving interest to 
iho country. In ths course of that de- 
bate, Sir John A. McDonald alluded to 
certain words upoken on the satne su' - 
ject in t' e Imperial House of Codimons, 
by the Under Secretary for ibo Colonies, 
and described Mr, Mcnsoll as an under- 
ling, and his remarks as impertinent. 
This was strong language, and the 
Canadian Premier was severely rated l)j 

II sect o;i of tho Press for using it, and 
it Was even hinted that he would iret a 
wigging for it at the Colonial Office. 
Sir John would, however, appear to 
have been in good company, for on a 
subsequent occasion Mr Gladstone made 
use of words in roferonco to tho same 
Mubject. which may fairly bo taken as a 
justification of the renaarka.
